Claims 1-11 are pending in the application. Claims 12-14 have been cancelled. The 
specification is objected to as containing an illustration which does not come within the 
purview of 37 CFR 1.58(a). The chart on page 15 of the specification has been deleted, and 
the chart has been submitted as Figure 1 .

Claims 1-9 stand rejected under 35 USC § 101 as being drawn to non-statutory 
subject matter. Claims 10-14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claims, and claims 
10-14 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harada et al. EP 
0882719 and Harada et al WO 98/57938.
